David Aldana rode for B.S.A. as a 
factory rider for three years. In his first 
year as a factory rider David was the 
Number One Amateur rider in the 
country. As a rookie Expert he 


.continued his winning ways finishing 


Number Three in the nation. 

Last year David finished in the top 10 
again, but for the ‘72 season he may not 
even ride half of the National events. 

Why? Because financial problems 
have forced Birmingham Small Arms 
(manufacturer of BSA and Triumph) to 
drop six of their factory riders including 
David Aldana, who must now ride as a 
privateer. The reason for the following 
interview is to inform the supporters 
and fans of Class C racing of the 
difference between the factory and 
non-factory riders and what it will take 
to become National One in 1972. 

CNW: How has losing your factory 
sponsorship affected you? 


David: “Well nobody is paying the — 


bills, no free parts, no salary. Almost 
everything comes out of my own 
pocket. Dallas Baker bought my leathers 
and I’ve got some help from Irv Seavers, 
but generally speaking I am sponsoring 
myself.” 

CNW: What about upkeep on your 
bike? Who is doing the wrenching? 

David: ''You're looking at him. I've 
always done a lot of work on my bikes, 
but as a factory rider I did have the 
money to have a mechanic with me 
most of the time. Now I just have to 
make it on my own." 

CNW: Most of the bikes you are 
riding this year are different than you 
have ridden in the past years. Is your 
equipment as good? 

David: “It has to be. You just can't 
win without competitive equipment." 

CNW: At the time of this interview, 
there have been six Nationals and you 
have only ridden three. What are your 
chances of being in the top 10 this year 
without full sponsorship? 

David: “It’s going to be rough. It is 
almost a sure thing that most of the top 
10 this year will be sponsored riders." 

CNW: How about National No. 1? 
Can a self sponsored rider become 
National No. 1? 

David: “Well, the chances. are 
probably 100 to 1 against it. Maybe 
1000 to 1.” 

CNW: Those are high odds. What are 
the reasons? 

David: “Mostly money. It takes a lot 
to be driving around the country all 
year. Parts, tires, food, you could drive 
back East for a National, blow your 
bike up in practice and you get nothing. 
If you don't have the financial help to 
get it together for the next race and you 
have to turn around and drive home, 
now you have not only lost the money 
you could have won, but you're also out 
for.expenses.'s»-«*«»* 






“The Atdana’style: ‘always W 
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CNW: You rode Elsinore Grand Prix 
this year instead of the Colorado Mile, 
why? 

David: "There were several reasons. 
First of all, I sort of had an agreement 
with Kawasaki and second, the cost of 
going to Colorado against what I might 
have been able to win, was just not a 
good bet, Even if I could have done well 
without any guaranteed money it was 
just too much of a gamble." 

CNW: Will you be making any trips 
to the Mid-west or East Coast this year 
other than for Nationals? 

David: “I am trying to work into at 
least one trip across country this year. 
There are several tracks that I have 
always done well at before and I would 
like to race them again this year." 

CNW: You have done well at' Ascot 
this year including your win at the 
Yamaha Gold Cup, but what about the 
other riders that were factory sponsored 
last year? 

David: *I know for a fact some of 
them are having financial trouble and 
unless they get some outside help things 
could get worse instead of better. As an 
example most of the guys that were 
riding for a factory last year have a few 
spare parts but as the season goes on the 
parts. will be gone and then they will be 
out more money." 

CNW: What are your personal feelings 
about Birmingham Small Arms dropping 
their factory riders? 

David: “I think it -was a financial 
problem. It not only affected the six 
riders that were working for them, it 
also put some good mechanics out of

work. As I understand it the whole 
company went through quite a change 
about the same time I got my letter 
from B.S.A. saying that I would not be 
riding for them in ‘72.”” 

CNW: Will you branch into Moto-X 
or Speedway racing? 

David: “It’s hard to say. Racing is my 
business, but I’ve got to be able to do 
well to make money, so I'll probably 
stick to what I do best, unless the right 
thing comes along." 

CNW: How about jumping cars? You 
have been known to do that once in 
awhile. 

David: “Sure if I could race and then 
between races, I could jump some cars it 
would probably blow everybody's mind. 
It's not hard and if the money was there 
I would do it." 

CNW: Are you riding different now 
than you did as a factory rider? 

David: *When you're riding as a 
factory rider, you're not always riding 
for yourself. You're trying to work as a 
team as well as for National points. 
When you're on your own without-a 
sponsor other than yourself you have'to 
go all out." N 

CNW: Why have- you had trouble 
getting a full sponsorship this year? 

David: “At the first of the year I had 
several people who said they would 
back me financially, but when it came 
down to race time nothing ever 
happened. So I started racing Ascot and 
will continue racing until a qualified 
sponsor comes up.” 

CNW: Do you think B.S.A. will have 
a factory team in the future? 


David: “I don’t know. It would 
depend primarily on their financial 
stability.” 


CNW: What’s in the future for you 
and the other riders that were dropped 
this year? 

David: *I'll keep on racing Ascot and 
what other races I can drive to. As you 
might have read, Jim Rice is doing OK. 
Don Castro has been riding some 
speedway. Mostly everyone is doing 
about the same thing they did last year 
but on a limited budget.” 

CNW: Yeah, the Year of the Privateer 
is definitely here. Whether that’s good 
or bad...

ABOUT THIS 
SALEM, ORE., May 25, 1972, — The 
nation’s top professional motorcycle 


racers are coming to the Pacific 
Northwest. 

They wil be competing in the 
Yamaha Gold Cup National 


Championship half-mile race July 9 at 
the Oregon State Fairgrounds, Salem, 
according to promoter Don Brymer. 

A $12,000 guaranteed purse is 
expected to attract such well-known 
riders as National point leader Kenny 
Roberts and his Yamaha racing 
teammates Keith Mashburn and Jimmy 
Odom, as well as Dave Aldana, Dick 
Mann, Cal Rayborn, Gene Romero, Bart 
Markel, Eddie Mulder and Mark 
Brelsford. 

Local favorites on the professional 
racing tour expected to enter are 
Jimmie Smith and Gilbert Reed of 
Salem; Charles Joyner, Eddie Hermann, 
Sonny Burres, Mark Williams, and 
William Elder. 

The race is the first half-mile National 
Championship event to be held in the 
Pacific Northwest, sanctioned by the 
American Motorcycle Association and 
counting towards National 
championship points. 

The 5000 reserved grandstand seats 
are covered, and additional seating on 
the infield turf will be available, 
according to Brymer. 

Practice and time trials for all Expert 
and Junior riders plus a Novice event 
will be run Saturday, July at 2 p.m.

EDITORIAL 


June 12 is the date that the 
California Helmet Bill comes 
before the Senate Transportation 
Committee. There are two ways 
that you can stop it. 

If the Helmet Bill’s sponsor, Mr. 
‘Biddle, removes it, the bill will be dead. 
Biddle will do so if the people who 
wrote it and talked him into sponsoring 
it, the Highway Patrol, remove their 
support. It has become clear that the 
Highway Patrol has no interest in doing 
so. In the past Governor Reagan has 
restrained the CHP. This time; though, 
the Governor has relaxed a bit, and as a 
result an enforcement agency has gone 
into the legislative end of government. 

Write the Governor, If he can be 
pursuaded to put some more pressure 
on the Highway Patrol, it will be put to 
a quick and gentle death. Also ask the 
Governor to veto it if it comes across his 
desk. 

The other place to write is the Senate 
Transportation Committee. It has six 
members. It is easier to write six people 
now than the whole Senate later. The 
members of the Senate Transportation 
are listed below.

Dear Senator, 


I am against AB 744 which I understand is a bill proposing a mandatory 
requirement for motorcyclists to wear a helmet.

NO-FAULT INSURANCE 

In the May 2, 1972 issue of Cycle 
News, we carried an article on No-Fault 
Insurance and how the enactment of 
such a program could toll the death of 
motorcycling unless adequate provisions 
were made in the proposed laws. That 
article has been reprinted by several 
papers, numerous club newsletters, and 
by Road Rider Magazine. 

Never, to my best knowledge, has 
such an item caught the universal 
attention of motorcyclists. Our office 
has been flooded with mail, not only 
from California, but world-wide. And, 
better yet, the California motorcyclists 
have really responded with letters to 
their elected representatives in the State 
Capitol. 

As of this writing, all of the major 
No-Fault Insurance (NFI) bills have 
been amended to exclude motorcycles 
from mandatory insurance coverage. 


IS THAT GOOD? 

In the previous article, I stated that 
our best bet would be to find an 
insurance company that was willing to 
write various levels of NFI coverage for 
motorcyclists, not on a mandatory 
basis, but upon an elective basis. In that 
manner, the motorcyclist could select 
his own degree of coverage that best 
suited his circumstances, including his 
ability to pay the premiums. 


NEW THOUGHTS 

After many meetings with members 
of the imsurance industry and the 
motorcycle industry, we have concluded 
that the best position for the 
motorcyclists is total exclusion, 

For example, the State of Delaware 
last year enacted a mandatory FNI 
program which included all 
motorcycles: not just those which use 
the streets and highways. The 
motorcycle insurance companies posted 
premium rates which started at $428 
and rose rapidly to more than $2,000 
annually. After much deliberation, the 
insurance carriers developed a series of 
structured rates which could be added 
on as electives to the base rate of $142, 
annually. The conditions of the $142 
minimum rate are that the motorcyclists 
must be involved with an automobile on 
an established highway. The result: the 
casual trail rider, the competition rider, 
and the youngster on a mini-bike are 
forced to pay $142 per year for 
absolutely no coverage at all! 

This is only one of the many 
incongruities occurring through an 
“all-inclusive approach” to No-Fault 
Insurance. The motorcycle insurance 
companies have not yet been able to 
develop a tenable plan. The only logical 
recourse is to exclude motorcycles and 
encourage motorcyclists to obtain 





comparable hospital and ` accident 
coverage, if they don’t already have 
such a policy. 

HOSPITAL AND ACCIDENT 
COVERAGE? 


Few people realize that No-Fault 
Insurance is only a replacement for the 
Public Liability portion of your present 
vehicle insurance. Even under NFI, you 
will still have Property Damage, 
Uninsured Motorists, Comprehensive 
(fire, theft, collision, upset, etc.) and all 
of the other categories, except Public 
Liability, as we know it today. 
Therefore, what you really are buying is 
a policy wherein your insurance 
company pays your medical costs, loss 
of wages, etc. up to a maximum 
amount. If motorcycles are excluded 
from mandatory NFI insurance, the. 
motorcyclist can still provide himself 
with medical coverage, which may or 
may not include wage loss, depending 
upon the individual policy. 

FOR EXAMPLE 

The NFI bill considered most likely 
for passage this year is Assemblyman 
Jack Fenton's AB 125. Using it as a 
guide, a motorcyclist who is proven to 
be the negligent party in an accident 
will have coverage for only those items 
and subject to the limits set forth in his 
own medical coverage, if he has such 
coverage. He will be responsible for 
other property damage, whether or not 
he has insurance to cover claims. 

A motorcyclist who is not proven to 
be the negligent party, will have 
whatever coverage his hospital and 
accident policy provides him. If his 
personal damages exceed the 
stipulations set forth in the bill, he may 
bring action against the negligent party 
for *pain and suffering'. The negligent 
party will also be responsible for any 
property damage caused to the 
motorcyclist. 


CONFUSION REIGNS 

We realize that this is all very 
confusing. What makes it even worse, is 
that we won’t know where ‘ground 
zero’ is until one of the proposals is 
actually signed into law. 

In the meantime: Please trust us. We 
are looking after your interests. At this 
time, it is our best judgment that 
motorcycles must be excluded from 
mandatory NFI coverage. That is also 
the opinion of the M.I.C., the C.M.L.C., 
the A.M.A., and most of our legislators. 


And, for that, we owe a great debt of . 


gratitude to all of those persons who 
though enough of their sport to write 
letters to their elected representatives 
urging exclusion of motorcycles. 

It was indeed encouraging to hear 
several of our Assemblymen loudly 
proclaim in the NFI hearing on AB 125,

McMINNVILLE, Ore., June 3-4, 1972 — 
The first of three qualifying rounds for 
the 1973 ISDT to be held in the western 
region of the U.S. was run this weekend 
in the mountainous area west of 
McMinnville. 

The competition for the most 
important prize, the Trade Team 
Trophy, though, was a contest between 
rival Eastern teams. Although at this 
time scoring is not completed, it looks 
as though the Penton East Team (Dick 
Burleson, Tom Penton and Doug 
Wilford) will win by a slender margin, 
with a score of 3 golds and 
approximately 4,629 bonus points. 

Ossa’s top team (Dave Latham, Don 
Cuttler, and Charlie Vincent) are second 
with 3 golds and 4,554 bonus points. 
These are just total bonus point scores. 
The actual scoring system is much more 
complicated, but since the apparent 
winning team was riding the smaller 
bike, the more complicated system is 
unlikely to change anything. 

In the Club Team competition, 
Westerners did a bit better with three 
members of the Richmond (California) 
Ramblers M.C. — Frank Diaz (Yam), Ed 
Shaidell (BSA), and Gary Greiner (Bul) 
— taking gold medals. 
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You have to waterproof or an ISDT Qualifier. 









Approximately 39 riders will win 
coveted gold medals for individual 
performance. Most of them, as might be 
expected, already have a national 
reputation. Many Californians are 
among the gold medal winners, 
including Gene Cannady, Lars Larsson, 
Tom Patton, Bob Steffan: and Steve 
Hurd. There were 237 entries, but all of 
them did not appear in the impound 
area. About 180 actually started. 
Approximately 15 silver medals will be 
awarded. Top enduro rider Dave Ekins 
appears to be a silver medal winner. 
Bruce Brown, director of “On Any 
Sunday” will be one of about 15 riders 


to win bronze medals. 

Almost 40% of the entrants in the 
“Two-day Trial” received medals which 
is unusuallyhigh. Two significant factors 
were the absolutely perfect weather 
conditions and the relatively low 
number of inexperienced riders. Many 
of the better riders including Lars 
Larsson, Doug Wilford, and Preston 
Petty thought the schedule speeds (22 
miles per hour on Saturday, 24 on 
Sunday) were too low. Wilford thought 
that 30 miles per hour for an “A” 
schedule would have been appropriate.

The course was much the same as last 
year which is to say quite challenging 
and incredibly beautiful. It’s about 184 | 
miles long and, on a map, it appears as a | 
very jagged loop with a longish tail 
extending into McMinnville. The start is 
at the fairgrounds and the riders go right 
up the town’s main street and through a 
pretty residential section on their way 
to and from the mountains. 

Asphalt road soon turns to pea gravel 
which turns into tight trail overgrown 
with face-slapping trees and brush. 
Although the trail is slow, the asphalt 
stretch allowed most of the riders to get 
way ahead of schedule, and at the first 
check were still far ahead. 

The second section has quite a bit of 
mud in a logged-over area including one 
huge mud hole that throughly trapped 
several unwary competitors. Would 
you believe mud up to the gas tank?! 

Section 3 was all trails and little used 

, or abandoned road, It went right to the 
top of the mountain where a chilly fog 
made Barbour jackets greatly 
appreciated. The riders got a rest on the 
next section which was entirely: fire 
roads, but still quite rough and very 
tricky. It was on this section on Sunday 
that I took an unauthorized trail off to 
the side of the road. I broke my 
collarbone when I rejoined the road 
—without my scooter— at about 40 per. 

Section 5 was the roughest both days. 
On Saturday it occurred in the middle 
of the afternoon. It had become 
uncomfortably hot and this section had 
few shading trees. Two steep, very 
difficult hills came in quick succession 
and virtually no one got up without 
pushing, as medals turned from Gold to 
Silver to Bronze and vanished in a haze 
of sweat, burning rubber, and profanity. 

On Sunday, we went down the hills 
but a special cross country test was 
included and right in the middle of the 
special test was a giant creek washout, 
with a muddybottom andnearly vertical 
wall to climb out on the other side. 
Great fun for English Trials riders. The 
last section went back into heavy forests 
and very, very tight trails with mud, 
logs, rocks, and trees 28 inches apart. 
Most riders agreed that it was the 
neatest trail of the day. Sunday we did 
the course backwards. 

The Motorcycle Activities Clubs of 
McMinnville hosted the event and the 
consensus was that they had done a fine 
job in most areas. Their relative 
inexperience showed in the trail 
markings which caused fast riders to 
overshoot or misturn much too often. 
Although there were plenty of arrows, 
they were too small and were often 
placed too close to the turn. 

Having the event in their backyard, so 
to speak, is encouraging riders in the 
McMinnville area to try trials and several 
good riders are developing. Gene 

' Magness and Frank Gunness, both on 
Hondas and both from the town took 
Bronze medals with identical scores (-39 
cach), while Tom Erichson, sponsored 
by Sports Center, earned a Gold Medal. 

The next round of the qualifying 
trials will be the Bad Rock in Eastern 
Oregon, June 10 and 11. Official results 
next week,

FRAME MODIFICATIONS 

The frame mods shown here are only 
for the purpose of lightening the stock 
frame without reducing its design 
strength. All these mods are factory 
approved, for they represent the 
removal of only non-critical members. 

The removal of the foot peg brace is 
done with a hacksaw after removing the 
engine. Cut aprox. 2” away from the 
frame. The position of this crossection 
is shown in drawing B. (A*) 





The brace running from above the 
two outside swingarm mounts to the 
main backbone is not needed. If you are 
skeptical bear in mind that it has been 
left out on the new five speed Huskys. 
Be sure not to cut into the main frame 
members, best to cut a little away from 
them and then file it down flush. 

On the rear frame hoop, be sure to 
cut just behind, not in front of the rear 
seat mounts! Get a plastic fender and 
sheetmetal screw it into the aluminum 
seat base. It should be only 2/3 the 
length of the original measured from the 
back of the seat. 

Be sure to seal up all holes with 
silicon seal or something similar, then 
paint. Take pride in your Husky, work 
carefully, and the results will please 
you. 

Look at your air filter housing. See 
all the paint rubbed off on top? Remove 
the housing and the three mounting 
brackeís. Now push and twist the 
casting in until it touches the frame 
backbone (D, drawing B). 

By dog legging the two bottom 
mounting brackets (top not needed) and 
cutting an inch deep U-shaped piece out 
of the housing, you can move the filter 
in away from your leg. 

This is not critical, but it makes the 
bike feel better in between your legs 
with the down pipe. One can even fill 
up the space in between the tank and 
the seat with foam and duct tape so that 
as you move back and forth, your knees 
get ‘constant support. Splitting hairs 
perhaps, but what feels right is good. 


PISTON MODIFICATIONS 

The mods shown here are best not 
done by a novice. For, unless you are 
very rich, a lunched piston can lead to 
unhappiness, financial distress, 
hypertension, insanity, and occasional 


death for both machine and rider. 


BE INSIDE OF PSTN, 


is a crossection of the REAR 
eee port. Rounding the edges from 
the inside and a little at the top outside 
will allow for a more efficient flow into 
the port. 

B is a crossection of the piston boss 
at the transfer cutaway. A lot can be 
removed here without danger, but what 
is shown is all that is necessary. 

C is a crossection of the piston skirt 
(front and back). Again, a lot can be 
removed, but this is all that is necessary. 

D is a crossection of the outside of 
the transfer port where the engine case 
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downpipe for the Svenska. 


half meets the barrel. This is the old 
trick of matching your ports. 

This is best done when the engine is 
split (taken completely apart) by sliding 
the barrel down the through bolts on 
first one- case, then the other, and 
removing any ridges while in position 
from inside the transfer ports. 

With the piston held inside the barrel 
and the top level with the bottom of the 
transfer ports, mark where the rear 
transfer (booster) port in the piston 
drops below the port in the barrel. It is 
not necessary to remove all this, but 
rounding off the bottom lip of the port 








in the BARREL will help. 
Be sure everything is CLEAN when 


' reassembling. Be sure you have a good 


ring, or all this won't help at all. 

Inside the exhaust port on top one 
can usually find a substantial ridge. By 
cutting the manifold as shown (A) and 
removing metal as shown (B) one can 
improve the exhaust flow. 

It has not been noted that any of the 
above mentioned modifications will 
result in a change in carb requirements. 
It would be wise however, to take a plug 
reading soon after you are running 
again. 


HUSOVARNA FRONT FORK 
MODIFICATIONS 


Any good machine shop can perform 
the described lathe work. This . will 
lighten your front end unsprung weight 
by over two pounds. You will feel it. 

It is recommended that you leave the 
oil drain holes intact. Cutting it down 
will leave too little thread to safely hold 
the drain screw in place. 

By pointing the two oil drains to the 
rear (easier oil draining) and reversing 
your front wheel (brake stop in left 
fork) you can cut thebrake stop holder 
off of the right leg. Don't goof here! 

Also make sure that your brake cable 
isn't going to hang up on something as 
the forks.go up and down. 





After you've made all these swell mods to your Husqvarna, you'll be ready to ride just like Mark Blackweli, right? woe You still need to oui a trick

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While you’re at it, get the fork seal 
housing opened up to fit a good fork 
seal. 

Please don’t go below these 
measurements, unless „you want to eat 
rocks. 

SPECIAL ADDED GOODIE 

Want to make sure that front brake 
stops like a boat anchor? 

Put the brake plate with shoes on a 
lathe (the axel with grease to prevent 
slop and a few spacers works fine.) 

Set the shoes slightly more open than 
where they are when fully applied inside 
the drum, and turn the shoes down to 
match the interior drum measurement, 








Put it together, stop it a few times and 
then sand off the high spots. 

Don’t let any grease or oil touch the 
shoes, Don’t clean your shoes with fuel 
mix, thinner is best. Shoes once oiled 
will never really work well again. 

Keep those shoes right and you can 
dive under most anyone in a hairpin...

Chambers pulled a few magic 
adjustments on his clutch and he too 
was champing at the bit to get moving. 

The wait between rounds was pretty 
long, but we managed to keep ourselves 
busy by fending off the rattlesnakes and 
rabid wild boars that seemed to infest 
the giggle-weeds surrounding the track. I 
feel for the guys that rode motocross 
the next day.

familiar with the track. 

Well, same ole story. Due to frying 
the clutch the entire 1320, Chambers 
11.45-77.88 couldn’t quite keep up 
with Murray’s blistering 9.18-163. And 
that’s without a fairing. 

Upon returning to the pits, Bill 
learned lesson No. 3475 of his traction 
manual. You find it most difficult to 
attach 200 fuel burning horsepower to a 
seven inch clutch (slider or not) and let 
it spin for one-quarter of a mile. 

Upon closer inspection of his clutch 
(?) he found what appeared to be the 
remains of several overheated 
phonograph records. But due to the 
efficiency of his crack pit crew (his wife 
and himself) the clutch was replaced in 
time for round three. 

Meanwhile, we find Murray working 
feverishly on his rear tire. The old one 





was plain ole wore-out and the only 
spare was a skin with a weird compound 
set-up. 

Despite the shorter wait between 
rounds two and three, both bikes were 
ready to go in plenty of time. 

Ah, but the best. laid plans...during 
the round three burnout Chambers 
managed to bend a rod severely enough 
to split one of his barrels. This gave 
Murray an open run of which he fully 
took advantage. He smoked it through 
at 9.75-162.74. If it wasn’t for the poor 
tire compound, who knows? 

On my way out of the pits that night, 
I noticed a small plate attached to the 
front forks of Boris’ bike. It read “This 
bike turns speeds others dream of”. 
Ain’t it the truth!

LOUDON PREVIEW :

On June 10-11 the AMA National 
circuit will move to the mountains of 
New Hampshire for the Laconia 
100-mile road race National at Bryar 
Motorsport Park, Loudon, New 
Hampshire. 

The $25,000 two day affair is the 
ninth (the cancellation of the Los 
Alamitos half-mile has not been 
replaced) National on the schedule and 
the third of seven road races. A full 
program of support races fills out the 
two days. Saturday will see the Novices 
in a 60-mile race as well as the Juniors 
and Experts in a 75-mile combined 
event on 250cc machines. On Sunday 
the Juniors will compete in a 60-mile 
event prior to the 3 pm 100-mile 
National. 

Mark  Brelsford (H-D) beat Kel 
Carruthers (Yam) by a matter of feet in 
last year's action-packed race. This year 
could prove to be even more exciting. 
The pot has been sweetened to $18,000 
for the 63-lap National over the twisting 
1.6 mile track that is one of the true 
rider courses in the U.S. 

Laconia has no real power straights 
like Daytona and Road Atlanta. Each 
straight is capped by a corner making 
handling more important than brute 
power. A top rider with a small machine 
can win or be highly competitive; Kel 
Carruthers showed what it took last 
year. This year the cast of characters is 
widely varied. $ 

Kawasaki, fresh from a conceded 
one-two finish at Atlanta will be out for 
a real victory. Team Hansen members 
DuHamel and Nixon are two of the best 
pure road racers in the U.S. and have 
raced a lot of miles at Laconia in 
previous years. This will be Paul Smart’s 
first look at the track but it is closer to 
a European course than other American 
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Last year's winner's circle found Mark Brelsford all smiles, while Bugs Mann (4), Kel Carruthers 
(73), and the referee seem to be wiping away their tears.

Triumph-BSA : must have had 
someone working overtime to get the 
extra horses they had at Atlanta. Dick 
Mann (BSA) finished third in last year’s 
race and is very familiar with the track 
as well as being one of the most 
experienced riders around. Watch Bugs 
very closely. Hard charging Gene 
Romero (Tri) will be out to gather top 
points and a share of the loot. 

The long awaited debut of the new all 
alloy vee-twin 750 from Harley proved 
that it was well worth waiting for. Mark 
Brelsford rolled to a second place finish 
in the Colorado mile and then ran away 
from the competition in the TT 
National at Gardena, California. Laconia 
will be the first road race for the new 
H-D and both Brelsford and teammate 
Cal. Rayborn should be highly 
competitive. 

Honda riders Gary Fisher and Roger 
Reiman seem to have found the elusive 
reliability that Honda has been missing 
for more than a year. Fisher is a real 
hard charger and a real competitor; he 
never ceases to amaze. 

Suzuki will not be at Laconia. They 
have not yet been able to rebuild their 
machines so that the heads meet AMA 
requirements. To allow the use of the 
stock cylinder heads, new cylinders will 
have to be made and tested, and there 
just is not time. 

The last of the factory teams may 
well have the best chance of all. 
Yamaha, although racing an 
underpowered (350cc) machine, has 
handling, reliability and Kel Carruthers.

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LIGHTWEIGHT REVIEW

For the kickoff machine of the CN 
lightweight test series, it’s hard to name 
a better candidate than the. Yamaha 
125. It seems as though at least half of 
any small bore racing class, whether 
motocross, desert or scrambles is made 
up of the Oriental imports, in various 
states of tune, modification and repair. 

What makes the Yamaha so popular? 
How does a hopped-up version of a dual 
purpose machine command so much of 
a lightweight market saturated with high 
performance 125s? Particularly with the 
less than sterling Yamaha reputation for 
handling. What about the AT2-MX, 
anyhow? 

Well, for openers, it's probably the 
cheapest way to go racing, and brother, 
money talks. At a suggested retail of 
$603, money says "Yamaha!" to a lot 
of racers. In evaluating the Yamaha, the 
opinions of a road racer (Hmm?), a 
hotshoe motocrosser, a desert rider and 
a beginner were solicited, Whether it 
was used as a pit bike or MXer, every 
one of them liked it. Yamaha is likely to 
pick up a sale to a couple of the testers. 

There is one giant thumbs down on 
the 125 Yam. They should not market 
it without a silencer. The 250 and 360 
MX machines have pretty good ones. 
Why not the 125? As an out-the-door 
playbike, even an inexpensive one, it 
should be silenced. Particularly since 
beginner racers and riders are likely to 
buy it. 

The beauty of the Yamaha stems 
from the core of the machinery: a 
tractable, well-carbureted dependable 
engine, this year featuring a reed valve. 
The engine is fairly peaky and older 125 
AT-2 motocrossers loaded up if you let 
the revs fall below four or five grand. 
The 1972 AT2-MX allowed you to 
downshift, wick it once, and it was 
cleared and you were gone. We'll 
attribute this swell behavior to the reed 
valve. It works. The peakiness of the 
engine didn't bother either beginner or 
advanced rider, it seemed to fit the 
riding styles of a lot of motocross riders. 
It is also super easy to start: first kick 
with the richening lever depressed and a 
little throttle. It wasn't hard to keep the 
engine in the powerband with any of 
five speeds to choose from; one was 
right for most any situation. 

Shifting was perfect for all except 
one rider who tested it. Most never 
experienced a missed shift. It is super 
smooth with a very short throw and 
positive snick into place feel: one down, 
four up on the left side. Yamaha 
transmissions have a pretty decent 
reputation for longevity, considering 
that Yams are often a first bike and 
subjected to some abuse such as 
clutchless stomps. Our AT2 shifted with 
or without clutch and was pure pleasure 
to use. Most everybody who rode the 
bike intensively thought the 
combination of box and power were 
great. 

One thing everybody was impressed 
with was the speed. Get the little bugger 
singing and it is fast. Whoopee. The 
induction system seemed to be metering 
well and power felt spot on-with a 
B8EN plug; a plain ole B9 fouled. The 
Yamaha has such speed that it probably 
wouldn’t be giving away much top end 
to bigger bikes on a short course. Some

riders might want to gear it a little lower 
to force the R’s up, but that is largely a 
personal choice based on the skill factor 
of the rider. 

Handling was surprisingly good. 
Everybody expected some kind of pogo 
stick full of unwanted surprises but the 
opinions of most riders got reversed 
after a few hot laps. The front end 
would not wash out. Perhaps with some 
help from the 21-inch front wheel 
which was previously an extra but is 
now a standard fixture on the model, 
The 3.50 X 18 rear is another good 
choice for the AT-2. A 4.00 would 
probably be too rough on the clutch, 
among other things mechanical. 

Leaning it over into turns was usually 
a pleasant experience. It would sweep 
around the corners, tracking on any 
chosen line. It worked best with the 
engine really humming and a fair 
amount of power getting to the ground. 
It does not feel short-coupled like some 
125s and the longer wheelbase helps 
tremendously in leaning it over without 
breaking loose. The Yam also assumes a 
good natural position going over jumps 


and will land slightly nose up if you give’ 


it a chance, 

For competition, the ‘bars and stock 
grips are impractical. A motocross or 
desert racer would probably want to 
replace them; almost everybody does 
when. they go racing. The front forks 
could stand a little help since they are 
the same, even to the triple trees, as the 
enduro forks. They are good, but can be 
better for all-out racing. The shocks, 
well...they’re Yamaha shocks. You 
probably know what brand suits you 
best. If you’re going to use the 125 for 
much more than a playbike, buy a set. 

Detailing on the Yamaha is a mixed 
bag. The street bike-stylé gas cap is 
awkward to open and close, particularly 
with gloves on, but it doesn’t leak so, on 
balance, call it good. The fenders are 
identical to those on the enduro model 
(You can't fool anybody just by 
increasing the clearance.) and way too

That seat we liked so well flips up, 
like on the enduro models. to service 
the air cleaner, add oil, etc. Think how 
convenient that is compared to a lot of 
motocross machines. 

A set-up of the 125 Yamaha might 
include a flexo-fender up front,.new 
shocks and some stiffer fork springs. 
With that, and only that, be prepared to 
give a good account of yourself in the 
125 class. You ride the little beast a 
while and you understand why half the 
lightweight brigade are on them.

The large PP class included a good 
turnout of that rarest of flowers, the 
Desert Daisy. They and the other 
transplanted sand and sage types didn’t 
get homesick for the dust, there was 
enough of that by the last moto, but 
they kept looking around for lime at the 
corners. 

Can’t really fault the ladies on the 
track prep (They put in a new course 
and dumped three truckloads of water.), 
the expeditious running of the motos, 
or the flagging which was a cooperative 
effort between the Endoes and a bunch 
of hot, dusty Dirt Diggers.

Dear AMXT followers, 

Team members Bob Grossi and Mark 
Blackwell hit the French 500 GP at 
Corseul with force. Although they both 
had their troubles, the promoters were 
pleased with the American showing. 

The day before the race, Captain 
Bryan Kenney forfeited his place on the 
line to Grossi. A mix-up of paperwork 
led to only two available places for 
Americans on the program, 

With his injured hand still cutting 
down on throttle action, Bryan decided 
to leave the racing to Bob. 

Instead he acted as team manager in a 
haggle with the organizers over the start 
money at the end of the day. The 
promoter-in-chief, celebrating a 
successful day with too much wine, 
turned greedy at the pay-off. 

It wasa dusty track with several 
shock-bottoming jumps, a day for the 
experienced men of motocross. Paul 
Friedrichs won both motos; Adolf Weil 
wrapped up second place. 

Under threatening skies, some 30,000 
spectators poured into the infield. As 
the starting gate fell on the first moto,

SAVE THAT PAINT 

It seems that at one time or another 
every rider has occasion to drill a hole in 
his fender for one reason or another, 
and it usually comes right after he has 
just had a swinging paint job put on it. 

Nothing will bring tears to the eyes of 
a grown man quicker than seeing the 
drill bit slipping out of the center-punch 
and cascading across the curved fender 
destroying everything in its path. A 
good idea when drilling any surface is to 
wrap it with a couple of layers of 
masking tape or insulating tape, but 
remember if it is a freshly painted 
surface you will have to use a masking 
tape that is not too adhesive or you may 
find yourself lifting the paint along with 
the tape when you are finished. 

This -tape is available in most 
hardware stores, it has the appearance 
of being corrugated. I don’t know what 
it is called, someone gave me a roll so I 
have never had occasion to purchase 
one 


LUBE THOSE CABLE NIPPLES 

Most riders I find take cable 
replacement as a matter of routine 
purchase, somewhat akin to buying gas 
or oil for the machine. What they do 
not take into account is the fact that 
the cable almost always breaks in the 
same spot, right at the handle next to, 
the nipple. The cable is made of steal, 
the pull on it is straight, it is almost 
impossible to break it as it was intended 
to be used. In fact, the cable should 
almost outlast the motorcycle. 

Right off you will say “Don’t tell me 
it is impossible to break it. I have 
replaced three clutch cables already and 
this has been a couple of dollars every 
time." 

The basic idea behind this column is 


to help you with your problems and to . 


save you money if we can. I said it was 
almost impossible to break it as it was 
intended to be used, by this I mean that 
to break it you must first destroy its 
strength somehow. 

This is done very easily by the same 
method you used when you were a 
small child and you had a piece of wire 
that you wanted to break but didn't 
have any tools so you kept bending it 
and straightening it until you weakened 
it and it broke. 

This undesirable result can be avoided 
on the motorcycle by simply lubricating 
the nipple in the lever. When this 
becomes dry, it cannot turn in the lever 
as the lever is pulled and when it cannot 
turn it must bend the cable and when 
the cable bends, it weakens and thus 
you soon have a broken cable. 

Next time you have a broken cable, if 
you will inspect the nipple you will find 
it has been galling where it rides on the 
lever. If you have already broken a few 
cables you will find that the nipple hole 
in the lever has come eggshaped. 

If you will lubricate this nipple 
weekly as well as every time you ride in 
the rain and every time you wash your 
machine, you will find that your broken 
cable problems have been reduced to a 
minimum if not eliminated altogether. 


CLEANLINESS IN THE FIELD 

Here is an idea passed on to me by 
John Buckner, one of the USA’s top 
road racers and 1966 ACA 250cc class 
road racer champion. 

John's father was a newsreel 
cameraman before his retirement and 
John hit upon the idea of taking a 
couple of empty film tins with him each 
time he goes to the races. These film 
tins are about 15 inches across and 


when opened up provide you with two. 


trays about one-half inch deep. 

If you should have to tear down your 
machine at the track or while out trail 
riding, they are handy for putting the 
parts in as they not only keep them 
clean but also keep them from 
becoming lost. These can be purchased 
at most film shops and it is handy to 
have one with your tool box whenever 
you go out in the dirt whether you are 
racing or just playing. 

I realize that most of the problems 
occur away from your car or truck 
where you are lucky to even have a 
screwdriver but if you are lucky enough 
to get back to your tool box, this is a 
handy item. 

YDS-2 OWNERS: SAVE THAT 
AIR CLEANER! 

On the subject of air cleaners, here is 
a tip for owners of Yamaha YDS-2 
motorcycles. Due to the radical, port 


timing on 


these high performance 
machines and the fact that the air 
cleaner is attached directly onto the 
carburetor, when the rider “pours the 
coals to it” there is a tendency for a 
mixture fog ‘to come out of the 
carburetor, 

After a while the air cleaner becomes 
quite fouled with oil and dirt. While this 
element has the appearance of being of 
paper filter design, it is NOT a throw 
away element, which is explained in 
that rider’s handbook that for some 
reason, is never consulted by the rider. 

All that has to be done is to wash it 
out in straight petrol or naptha. (Do not 
use anything with an oil base.) Dry it 
out and reuse it. Many a rider has 
shelled out hard earned money for this 
expensive little item before finding out 
to his dismay that they are washable. 

As I stated before this is one of the 
things which is included in the 
comprehensive Owners’ and Riders’ 
Handbook which never seems to get 
read but instead is thrown into a drawer 
in the dresser and forgotten. 

I will have to admit that the Japanese 
handbooks leave a lot to be desired, but 
still an evening spent reading through 
yours may save you money at a later

I won't pretend to 
know why, but I do know that there is 
no fire or excitment, or that feeling of 
urgency that is a necessary ingredient 
for a successful motorcycle program of 
any kind. 

It doesn't take much to tell the story 
of the 125 Experts. One name: Jeff 
Wright; one motorcycle: Puch, and the 
story is complete. John Volkman got 
second on his Bultaco; Lynn Stokey; 
third on a Penton. 

The only drama occured when Jeff 
was left at the starting line in the second 
moto with a dead engine and had to 
drive around the whole field, which he 
did in three laps of a five lap moto. 

I have seen hard fought duels where 
there was a lot of crowding, pushing, 
elbows, and what have you, but I had 
never, until tonight, witnessed the gross, 
unsportsmanlike conduct that I 
witnessed in the 500 Expert Division 
tonight. 

As previously mentioned there was a 
real lack of recognizable CMC name 
riders. Bill Stubbs has been an Expert 
for just a very short time and tonight he 
was looking pretty good. In the last 
moto he was dueling with Brian Lendl, 
that perennial back marker and 
obstructor to the progress of faster 
machinery and riders and dean of the 
chronic complainers. 

They tangled.and both went down in 
the ninety-degree turn at the north end 
of the course. Lendl was laying on the

There’s 12-year-old 
Mark England, weighing in at a scant 58 
pounds with his helmet soaking wet 
leading the veteran Kawasaki mounted 
Don Tallman through the half mile 
sweeper. 

England and Tallman diced it out 
through five laps then England’s 
Yamaha got a good bite out of turn four 
and he flew past both Tallman and Kaw 
mounted Eddie Drake (another 
youngster who looked like he should be 
winning a marbles championship) to 
take over fourth. Mark England was 


holding a solid second victory in the 
125 TT Main when he unloaded in the 
esses in lap eight. England climbed back 
aboard and brought his Yamaha to a 
sixth place in the 10 lap Main. 

So motorcycle sportsman racing has 
become another Little League, another 
sport where the younger generation has 
taken over from the establishment.

The truly hilarious Allsport three 
wheelers had a ball sliding around on 
both the TT and Half Mile to the delight 
of the motorcycle fans, Lester Ellett 
took the checkered flag in the Half Mile 
and Tom Wentworth took the trophies 
in the TT Main.

turn and slid out. In the third Semi 
during. some very exceptional riding 
John Caldwell (Bul) skidded out of a 
turn and took out the starting trip light 
and the stand -holding all the official 
flags. The drinks behind the stand 
looked impressive as they flew. 

The Trophy Dash featured four bikes 
and was won by 18 year-old Steve 
Hernandez (Oss). The Consolation race 
was won by Tom Horton, who the night 
before broke Gary Scott's 10 Iap record 
at Ascot. The 10 lap Main rumbled with 
a valiant duel between Dave Hansen 
(Suz) and Steve Hernandez (Oss). 
Hansen led until the last lap when 
Hernandez got by him to win. Steve 
happily drank champagne and kissed (?) 
the Trophy Girl. 

To top off the evening, Bob Gill, the 
car hopper, on a Suzuki, jumped three 
Suzuki Jeeps, four Honda cars and a 
750 Suzuki. He really stood the 
audience up when he couldn’t stop in 
time and slid into the hay bale at the 
end of the run. But he came out smiling 
with only a ripped sleeve. 

It was a great evening of racing. Even 
the Honda cars took a couple of laps. 
There was a good crowd to see some of 
the nation’s best riders.

GARDENA, CAL., June 2, 1972 
Dave Aldana hit the comeback win trail 
but it came the hard way and in a way 
that kept the fans jumping most of the 
night at the Ascot half mile. Aldana 
clocked the fast Expert time trial, but it 
was Junior Larry Gino who shook the 
troops by clocking an even faster one 
lap for top overall honors on his 
Triumph. 

Then Aldana tried to out-guess the 
starter in the heat race and found 
himself on the row three penalty line. 
After four of the five laps had been run 
he was still in third. place, behind 
Charlie Thielke and Paul Conserriere. 
The last lap bid for the win saw him get 
Paul and overtake Thielke on the last 
turn. But the transplanted Northwest 
rider was riding his best ever at Ascot. 
Aldana reached out and grabbed 
Charlie’s machine twenty yards from 
the finish, looking for a “slingshot” tow 
and possible pass for the win. He missed 
by two inches. 

Frank Gillespie and Lloyd Houchins 
battled all the way in their heat race and 
swapped the lead three times before 
Gillespie came up for the decision

coming out of the final turn. 

Aldana returned in the Trophy Dash 
to edge out a narrow win over Gillespie 
and Houchins, his third dash decision of 
the season on the Norton. 

The same three riders shot to the 
front for the start of the fifteen lap 
Expert final, but Houchins came up 
with ignition troubles early and dropped 
back, leaving Gillespie to challenge

For all fifteen laps Gillespie looked 
for an opening, or a mistake, Neither 
came about as the two took it down to 
the finish flag.

Hocking, who has now switched from 
Bultaco to Yamaha. Jim Keen led all the 
way to the final corner in his heat race 
before his engine quit and knocked him 
out of the program. 

The Main Event was a _ Hockie, 
Hocking, Mike Renslow battle with 
Hockie leading most of the way. But 
Renslow, who has been a consistent 
second and third, wanted that first Main 
Event win and he got it late in the race. 
Hockie held for second with Hocking 
coming up from the second line to take 
third. An impressive ride was turned in 
by Dave Lewis in both the heat and the 
final with Dave taking fourth in the big 
one,

Brian Ross of the AJS Stormer team 
filed an official protest. By precedent, 
the officials had never restarted a race 
for three riders dumping.

JERICHO, UTAH, May 21, 1972 — 
Some cursed it, some enjoyed it, and 
most just couldn't believe it...Cherry 
Creek this year was just like the old 
days. 

Cherry Creek is one of the races that 
started the desert race-finisher pin thing; 
this year was the 13th annual. 
Three-hundred ninety-one started, and 
46 finished. 

Back in the old days, the hot dogs 
rode big sleds, and the rest wore 
sneakers and rode street Hondas. 
Finding the course was part of the game 
and finishing was a big deal. One year, 
the riders knocked off to go find a lost 
child in the sand dunes, and another 
year, the hounds caught the hare — the 
course marking team — right in front of 
the ABC Wide World of Sports cameras. 
The race quickly became steeped in its 
own tradition of being one of the 
toughest in the nation, and the 
challenge of finishing brought riders 
from as far away as eastern Canada. 

Then came 1970, when a last-minute 
reroute of the course left 300 riders lost 
on the first loop, and only six came out 
the other end with all the checks. In 
‘71, the pendulum swung, and 200 


riders followed course markers ten 
yards apart to finish on an easier 
route. 


Well, the local press touted this year’s 
race as the toughest ever, and the Salt 
Lake Motorcycle Club repeatedly 
warned that enough gas for 50 miles of 
sand would^be needed. Many of the 
previous finishers couldn't believe it 
would be that much harder, and a week 
later, some of their bikes are still parked 
on lonely sand dunes. 

All the day before the race, the 
signup tent buzzed with shoes from 
California and Colorado, who wanted to 
know who was the man to beat for the

four foot traveling trophy, which Bess 
names like Max Switzer and Mike 
Patrick. 

The answer was that it could be 
anybody’s race. But that night, the 
whispers spread through the camp: “J.N. 
is here,” 

The next day, J.N. Roberts inscribed 
his name on the trophy for the second 
time, but he got a race all the way from 
a Utah rider named Dave Blaylock. 

Tragedy struck in the Novice start, 
when 18-year-old Michael Eddy went 
down about 200 yards out, and was 
either hit by his bike or someone else’s. 
He died on the way to the hospital, 
despite immediate help from trained 
ambulance attendants, of an apparent 
broken neck. He was riding his frist 
race, on a 175 Yamaha. 

The start led over tall sagebrush and 
gullies to a dirt road, with deep powder 
dust. This writer rode the loop, but 
can’t report on the scenery, because the 
dust never ended. The first rider into 
the first check was the one who made 
himself popular by blasting through the 
spectators to the main road. He was 
disqualified, but why bother to save him 
some work by telling him so? 

First racer to the check and off the 
first loop was Blaylock, with J.N.running 
third, following Don Fuller. 

The second loop went directly to the 
sand, and what followed was 47 miles of 
dry soft sandy trails, sandy dunes, and 
sandy roads, with no firm ground to rest 
bike or driver, It was here that J.N. 
made his move, to tear the lead from 
the Utah pilots. 

Fuller and Blaylock kept him in sight, 
until a hole in his gas tank caught up 
with Fuller, who watched the rest of the 
race from a sand dune. Blaylock went 
on to close the distance on J.N. 
something he kept doing until he broke 
a shock on the homestretch, putting 
him ten minutes behind Roberts after

Secret Weapons

INDIO, CAL., May 21, 1972 — 
Coachella Valley Motorcycle Club's 
European Scrambles north of Indio 
unveiled a couple of secret weapons — 
Brian Cross and a little German made 
bike. 

Add the Don Hullett family, a Cholla 
cactus which sent one rider to the 
hospital for surgery and to the store for 
a new pair of pants and it was a perfect 
day for racing — cool with just enough 
breeze to let spectators doze between 
races and repairs. 

Young Cross, on an Austrian-made 
Puch 125, stole the thunder from a lot 
of riders in the final big noisy Open 
event. 

Cross acfually overloaded his engine 
during the warmup before the race and 
didn't get away from the starting line 
until four minutes after the other riders. 

In the Open, a lot of ground gets 
covered in four minutes, but young 
Cross, a Coachella Valley Motorcycle 
Club member had paid his $4 to race 
and he decided to follow the pack. 

In three laps, Cross leaped out front 
into the No. two spot and held on. The 
other riders seemed to simply fade out 
behind him. Running first was another 
hard-to-beat rider, John Rogers. 

Rogers, however, hadn't stopped to 
pay the $4 fee after the earlier 250cc 
competition so he was disqualified. 

Behind Cross on his little Puch were 
Mike Dosh, on a Suzuki, and Gary 
Lutes, on a Suzuki 400, taking the 
second and third spots for trophies in 
the Open. 

The only casualty in the Open was 
Robin Harbert who lost control and 
tumbled down an incline into a bed of 
jumping Cholla. 

The rest of the day it was DKWs out 
front except for Windsor on a Bultaco 
to take the No. One spot in the 250 
class. 

In the 100cc event, the first of the 
day, it was Don Hullett, on a DKW, who 
picked up the first trophy followed by 
Wesley Arita, on a Yamaha 90 MX, and 
Fred Snow, on a Honda 100, 

In the 125cc event, Darrell Brown, on 
a DKW, took the first trophy after the 
checkered flag followed by Brian Cross, 
on his Puch taking the second, and Don 
Finer, a third on a DKW. 

In the 175cc event, Jim Davis, on a 
Yamaha, was the lone rider to trophy in 
his class. 

In the Powder Puff that followed, it 
was Ginger Hullett of Indio on a Honda 
125 acing out the competition.

five hours of racing.

He 
held down third overall from the sand 
on in, to win first 250 Expert. 

Despite the terrible attrition, 35 
percent of the Experts, including Norm 
Parcel, on a 100cc, were able to finish. 
In fact, fully half of the 250 Experts 
signed up made the full distance. 
Among the six percent of the Novices to 
make it was Tagg Guio, a 14-year-old 
boy from Big Piney, Wyo. Watch out for 
him in two years, J.N. 

Because of the aforementioned 
obstacles, don't have any first hand 
stuff on the third loop. They say it was 
somewhat steep and rocky, but with 
lots of fun trail, if you can have fun 
after all that. 

At day's end, 46 deserving finishers, a 
lot of riders, and a tired club, none of 
whom are sure if it's really worth it. But 
it's likely they'll all be back next year. 





Open Class for Lunch bunch 
Munches at Ponderosa

LANCASTER, CAL., June 4, 1972 — It 
was hot enough for anyone out in the 
high desert Sunday, but apparently 
Monty Lee didn’t think so. 

Riding a 125 Yamaha in the monthly 
bike-breaker Hare Scrambles hosted by 
Greyhounds M.C., Monty got out in 
front and stayed there, bringingin his 
bike way ahead of the pack and far 
enough in front of the other leaders to 
chalk-up his fourth overall win at the 
Ponderosa. 

When a rider has won on the same 
course thirty-six times in the past six 
years, you start believing that he has the 
thing wired. When he’s eaten up enough 
Open class machines on his 125 to win 
overall four times, you start hearing 
things like “Very, very fast,” and 
“F4+$%/8e*!"". 

They’re taking-up a collection next 
month to buy Monty enough gas to get 
to another course. The rumor is that the 
entire Open class will contribute. 

Phil Elery (BSA) rode a fast, 
practiced race over the gut-pounding 
Ponderosa whoop-de-doos to finish first 
in the Open class and second overall, 
while D. Fink (Bul) took a second and 
third respectively. Fink was the first 
place finisher in both Open and Overall 
categories Saturday, and was one of the 
happy winners of the McHal helmet 
award based on both days' results. The 
other helmet went to Joe Rousek 
(DKW), who finished second in the trail 
class both days. 

Two helmets are awarded every 
month, one in the trail class and one for 
everyone else, and since only Novices 
who have never won it before are 
eligible, the goodies get spread around 
pretty well. 

The mere mortals among the 125 
class had a bash of their own out in the 
sand, with R. Garcia (Yam) holding off 
B. Ballantine (Bul) for second palce. 
Garcia won the class Saturday fter 
Monty Lee's scooter decided to take the 
day off midway through the race. 

In the trail bike class, Sandy 
Robertson (Hod) seems to have things 
pretty well figured out, too. Sandy won 
both days, taking his Super Rat around 
the course a lot faster than some of the 
Open riders were ready for. As one 
disgruntled warrior pointed out after 
the race: “It sort of ruins your day 
when you’re banging along on your 250, 
just kind of enjoying the race, and you 
get passed by a Rat. On the dry lake” 
War is hell. 

Lynn Musgrove was the first lady 
across the line on both days, and has 
apparently trained her own Super Rat 
to do special things out there in the 
pucker bushes. 

The Ponderosa Hare Scrambles is a 
six year old, once a month happening, 
and the Greyhounds always seem to do 
their best -to see that everyone has a 
good time. This month Jack Ross and 
friends sprang for 50% trophies, so at 
least half the finishers went home 
happy. The other half were all told they 
were “Only “about forty-five seconds ‘out 
of the brass, so after a few minutes rest 
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and a little **...if that hadn't happened" 
bench racing, they were probably happy 
too. 

Some guys who definitely didn't go 
home happy were the ten or twelve 
happy wanderers who managed to get 
off the course and onto a gravel road 
right after the first check. They were all 
disqualified. Riders are generally warned 
about this, and the course is- well 
marked, but it seems to happen every 
month.

The Ponderosa is a rough, fast course, 
and it produces some spectacular falls 
every month, but they're usually out in 
the back country where there's no one 
to “OOh” and “Ahh” but the buzzards. 

Generally, the buzzards don’t bother, 
because they’re too busy moving rocks 
out onto the course and licking their 
chops — or whatever it is that buzzards 
lick. 

The only rider who required medical 
attention Sunday was some guy who 
took a header out in the bushes after 
the race. Without his helmet. The birds 
were so surprised they didn’t respond 
until he had already made it back to the 
ambulance on foot. The attendant 
looked kind of surprised too.

Choking and gagging on the dust, 
half-blinded, with tears streaming down 
his cheeks and sweat pouring down his 
back and dripping off his goggles, wrung 
out and done in, the exhausted Novice 
picks up his motorcycle after getting off 
for the umpteenth time. 

The bike feels like it must weigh close 
to 1000 pounds and the Novice limps a 
little, favoring the ankle he bloodied 
when the bike kicked back the first time 
he tried to start it. He throws a weary 
leg over the bike and ‘kicks it 
once,...twice...it fires and he lurches off. 
He's wondering what the hell he is doing 
out in the middle of the desert on a day 
this hot when he could be home 
watching TV and drinking a cold beer in 
front of the air conditioner. 

Knowing he will get lost if he leaves 
the course, the Novice continues to 
follow the ribbon and lime and 
suddenly, looming up like an oasis, he 
sees vehicles; trucks, bikes, vans, and 
banners marking the finish line and 
something to drink. 

He finished his first desert race. It 
was terrible. It was stupid. Anybody 
who would do that and say it was fun 
must really have a sick sense of humor. 
Must be some sort of plot or some big 


masochist punishment-worship cult, 
Boy, he'l never do that again, he 
promises. 

Funny thing is, long about 


Wednesday he is showing all his friends 
the finisher pin he got when he crossed 
the line and telling them about the thrill 
of flying off a bump and winging it 
through the whoop-de-doos, 

By Saturday the bike is shaped and 
Super-Novice rides again...Off in search 
of another desert race.

Dicing it out with another rider of 
near-equal skill is a real pleasure for a 
desert racer. For maybe just that half a 
loop, they challenge each other to the 
best racing each can produce and, for 
that while, they form a bond. If one of 
them fouls a plug or gets off the other 
feels a pang of loss. For a while there he 
was racing with a buddy, and it was fun! 

“Just by entering a desert race you've 
done something 90 percent of the 
people in the world don't have the balls 
to do," commented one racer. “You put 
yourself in a situation where you have 
to rely on your own personal rescources 
completely.” 

“There are no holds barred," said one 
veteran. "Just get out there and go as 
fast as you can. I put myself to a test of 
my abilities. I'm flexing my muscles and 
proving my ability to kill the 
sabre-toothed tiger." 

"It's an adventure. I'm going 
somewhere I’ve never been before and 
pitting my wits against the lime crew 
and nature,” mused another racer.
